I am told that the chief reason ig because 
Newcastle is so far away from any of the training stables, that trainers 
and owners don't like to send their horses here, Very likely there 
may be something in this statement, but the fame objection ought to 
apply with equal force to Stockton and to Durham. Yet the meeting on the 
Tees is greatly superior to that on the Tyne, and even the resuscitated races at 
Durham surpass ours. At the Wearside gathering a month or two ago, 26 
more horses took part than there did at ours last week. On the first day at 
Durham 84 horses ran, and on the first day at Newcastle 22; on the second 
day at Durham 38 ran, and on the second day at Newcastle 24, Whether the 
new race company that has been originated will mend matters in this respect 
remains to be seen. Every year, for a long time. past, there have been com- 
plaints of the failing character of the Newcastle Meeting. On all previous 
occasions these complaints have evaporated, and nothing has been one. A 
similar fate may attend the present movement.

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THE METROPOLITAN HORSE SHOW. 


Tir best and undoubtedly the most important exhibition of horses 
in tlis quarter of the globe took place on Friday, July 1, at the 
Agricultural Hall, Islington, and proved one of the grandest successes 


conducted on a scale of freedom and eonvenienco that told well for 
the pinite cts in the eyes of the sporting public, who flocked in thou- 
sands to witness the opening day of the society. There were upwards 
of forty boxes for thorough-bred stallions, each 15ft deep and 12ft 
wide. These were padded with straw, covered with matting, and fitted 
with Cottam’s patent raeks and mangers, to prevent the animals bruis- 
ing or injuring themselves. ‘The entries for this class include 
forty-two horses of pure and approved blood.  Caractacus, 
winner of the Derby, 1862, now the property of Mr. Charles Snewing,, 
Holywell, Watford, Herts; Nutbourne, the property of Mr. Wyatt, 
of utbourne, Emsworth, Hants, a favourite for the Derby in 1860 
Meh Xvrnt lt Be ean Neville, the property of Mr, William Gulliver, 
Swalcliffe Stud Farm, near Banbury ; Newcastle, the property of Lord 
Stamford; Oarbineer, the Earl of Zetland, Aske Hall, Richmond, 
Yorkshire; Amsterdam and Horror, Mr. W. Blenkiron, Middle Park, 
Eltham; Sir Peter Laurie (now twenty years old), Mr. W. Barnett, 
«Cheltenham; The Hadji, RK. ©. Naylor, Msq., Hooton Wall, Chester ; 
Buckenham, H. Savile, Esq., the Albany; Loup-garou (dam of Fair- 
water), Peregrine Liddiard, Esq., Reading; Ola Calabar, &e., &c. 
There were 77 stalls for hunters, each 8ft wide; 47 stalls for mares 
and geldings, each 7ft wide; and 90 stalls for ponies, each 

ft wide, There was an oblong exercise-ground in the centre of the 

uilding, well covered with tan, 300ft long and $0ft wide, in which 
nll the horses were exercised daily, and the prize animals paraded 
once a day for the inspection of visitors. A promenade, 24[t. wide, 
separated the exercise-ground from the rear of the boxes. ‘I’wo powerful 
iire.engines, the property of the company, in addition to Shand and 
Mason's steam fire-engine, were stationed within the building, to meet 
any danger from fire, ‘There was an abundance of pure water, and the 
building is light, airy, and perfectly ventilated. The hunter class num- 


_ bers about eighty, about thirty of which were up to great weight, ‘There 


were a couple o: pure Arab horses of the highest caste. and. several 
Barbs, Turkish,‘and other Oriental breeds. The judging took place, in 

view of the visitors, the litter being accommodated in the gallerie 

promenade, and orchestra. ‘The arrangement of the boxes, stalls, an 
space set apart for the public was highly creditable to the management. 
Lhe tine collection of racehorses uppeared to great advantage when 
‘stripped of their housings, so that the whole of their magnificent forms 
could be seen to the best advantage, and placed in the most favourable 
positions, With the majority of them riding was, of course, out of the 
question. They had too long led hyes of ease aud Inxury to be easily 
resigned to saddle and bridle, and had become large and fleshy also 
since the dove when they won Derbys or Ascot Cups, but to the undis- 
cerning public, who love fat, they looked all the better and far nobler 
animals in their somewhat over-fed maturity than they had been in 
their more slender youth, Taking them in the order of the catalogue, 
we may say that Blenhoim, the Prspery of the Duke of Marlborough, 
was much admired, and gota round of cheering as he cantered round 
the ring or pawed up the tan before the judges—the latter, however, 
not reciprocating the compliment by giving him a good place. With 
Great Eastern, his size was his great recommendation as regarded the 
pes but it made no impression whatever on the critics. 
utbourne, a beautiful chesnut, was, after long  examina- 
tion, awarded the second prize; _ whilst, to the general 
surprise, Caractacus, the winner of the Derby, was only placed third, 
the judges not considering him so well up to their criterion as Citadel, 
a fine horse, but certainly not 60 well kuown to tho world, and who 
took the first prize. ‘The action aud appearance of both the prize 
winnera and their unsuccessful competitors were beautiful, ané elicited 
repeated rounds of applause; but the general verdict outside the ring

They did not look to advantage after the stately and 
symmotrical thorough-breds, or the picturesque Barbs and Arabs; but 
as bey were ridden by tho grooms, they afforded considerable amuse- 
ment to the company, especially when & more than ordinarily ambitious 
vider got & harmless twablo on the tan.

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struck us as being especially Britannic and useful looking animals, 
They went through their paces in a sober, self-possessed manner, with- 
out being in the slightest degree excited by the laughing or cheering of 
the spectators, and looked as if they could carry any weight, at their 
leisure, to any reasonable distance. 

‘he inspection of the chargers, although the specimens exhibited 
were few in number, was exceedingly interesting. Tho judges hesi- 
tated long between two, both of which were ridden by non-commis- 
sioned officers in the Life Guards. One of them, and his rider ex- 
hibited some first-rate horsemanship in showing off his qualities to the 
judges. It was the general opinion that this horse ought to have had 
the firat priz2, but as usual the judges differed from the public, and the 
palm was given toa much coarser and worse broken horse, solely on 
the ground that he was the younger of tho two. The great, interest 
of the inspection, however, lay in the zeal and splendid horse- 
manship of the two Life Guardsmen, whose riding would 
have astonished some of our professed equestrians.

greatest excitement. At the moment from 8,000 to 10,000 persons 
in the building vociferously cheering as the Prince and Princess camo 
to the front seats assigned to them. ‘The box was elegantly fitted and 
decorated with flowers, in the centre of which played one of Stewart's 
fountains of perfumed water. ° The blood horses were first shown, and 
excited the great admiration of the. Prince and Princess. The next 
and most exciting scene was the splendid array of hunters and 
their jumping over the gorse-stuffed hurdles ; but much disappointment 
was manifested when it was found that the splendid animal, Mr. J.B. 
Booth’s Beechwood, which obtained the first prize for the heavy 
weights in that class, was refused to be jumped by its owner. Amongst 
those which excelled in the various leaps, and drew down thunders of 
applause, were H. Gold’s Rural Dean, ridden by the noted steeplechase 
rider, Dick Webster, which, we are informed, has been sold for an 
enormous sum; by Mr. T. Percival, on his splendid chesnut Wansford;

Ie made a successful, though 
truly unfortunate debut within the roped arena with Phil Redwood, The latter 
was so seriously injured in one hourandtwenty minutes, after fighting 50 ronnds, 
that he died under very great pain, Master Morris was deemed such a dare- 
devil that ho was next pitted against Smokey Bishop, of Westminster; and the 
latter got » hearty good thrashing in about one hour and a half, sixty rounds, 
Next came a raverse of fortune, for when his wager of battle came on with 
Young Collins, of Stratford, he, in turn, got much punished and defeated in 
about 50 minutes. Then followed the lowering of his colours, at Aldorshot, to 
merry little Jerry Hawkes; and 80 this made his winnings and bis losings 
equal. His next affair of honour was with Frank Pullen, also of Westminster. 
This tournament took place 10 weeks or so pack—lasted one hour and 80 
minutes, during whith time 69 rounds were fought. He was backed from Mr. 
Downie’s, The Admiral Nelaon, Greystock-placo, Westminster. His condition 
was very indifferent, and told of-many a recent beerofled bout, which did not at 


allaccord with duly regulated principles of training. 


The proceedings in town having all been satisfactorily adjusted on the pre- 


vious evening, the belligerent parties met, accompanied by their admiring 
partisans, in the afternoon, and the summer nights being long, the rail and the 
river were taken to ensure the affair coming off with ample satisfaction to the 
sportive multitude, After a rough sail against tide, o place of refuge was 
speedily discovered, and the active commissary of the ring soon put his traps 
into order, and regulated the well-remembered four-and-twenty foot square

THE FIGHT. 
Commenced at two o'clock. ; 
Round 1—On. advancing from their seconds’ corners there was a visible dis- 


parity in point of condition, as Gronin had all the bloom of the market in- 
delibly impressed upon his countenance, while his adversary, despite his 
experienced and showy style, looked languid, and showed the extreme folly of 
unlimited indulgence. Tho lads were no sooner up than at work—Morris, 
laughing, and with all springy action, dashing in a most spirited investment 
the on physog. Cronin retreated a step or so, but it was cleara blow had roused 
him to action, for he gallantly came to the fore, like a true bred Enniskillen 


dragoon, and landed one on the mark in order to show that he should not be 
founc wanting in his day's work. Morris, in retaliation, on finding this to he 
the case, shot out his left again, flush onthe dial; repulsed by a clipping right- 
hander on the caput, which made the eye of Morris sparkle again like a 
trooper. Tho Westminster candidate followed up his advantage by rallying, 
and bustling his man, and eventually threw Cronin, although by no means 
heavily. Yet the odds of 2 to 1 were offered freely on Morris. : 

Round 2—His Sayers-beating mentor, Nat Langham, was “all there” in 
Cronin’s corner, and gave his instructions on the quiet to the game Emeralder, 
who, we must do the justice to state, ventured on his errand in such a stern 
demeanour that really seemed to prognosticate success. Ho let fly his left 
mawley on the darby, and went a regular cracker with the right on the lef 
optic of Morris, and the same visionary department began to swell and flush 
immediately. Both then rushed to in-fighting, and, after a gcramblingly-finished 
round, fell close to the middle stake, : 

Round 8—This was a terrific round, as both men got warmed to their work, 
and met each other with an a alge that certainly told well for the hopes 
of both parties. Morris's style of fighting was by far the most admired, 
although his old generalship, style of dash, and fire, did not at all keep 
Cronin back. The latter made the first advances, and planted his left digits 
bang upon the canister, with stinging severity, Morris got frightfully riled at 
these complimentary visitations, and rushed suddenly up to his man, and 
clutched his head with his erm. Having thus got his opponent's head into 
chancery, he kept fibbing away with the right uke, to Cronin's evident dis- 


comfiture. In this way he drew “first blood” from Cronin by a stab in the 


ivory department, which brought the ruby up in abundance. 

Round 4—A very short but yet a bustling round, After Nat Langham's Pet 
had been wiped clean (and he received every possible care and attention), he 
was first up to the scratch, and, immediately on Morris answering to the call, 
he delivered his left a dinger on the throat. Morris made a successful hit on 
the nasal promontory, but, as it was rather short, the damage was but slight, 
and was only a feeler, although clearly meant for a more mischievous invest- 


ment, Morria had the best of the in-fighting, and Cronin fell in his own 


orner. 
Round 5—They were no sooner up than at work. Cronin delivered his loft 


on the throttle, and considerably flushed it. Morris darted out a terrific spank 


on the speaking organ, and moro of the cochineal became visible, Denny 


sucked up the blood, but spat it out directly, and retreated a faw paces to 
steady himself. Cantion was given him from hend-quarters, and he pasted his 
man to some time till he fell backwards from the force of one of his own 
plows, but seeing that he had got a shade the best ho jumped up to renew the 
round, Morris, however, went to his corner. 


Pound 6—Morris dashed his left bunch of fives, direct from the shoulder, on 
the left peeper, and a mouse thereon wai soon apparent. Mutual ‘exchanges 
to a close, when Cronin certainly showed to better advantage than the other, 
for he gaily worked the oracle by landing a clipping hit on the probiscis, which 
told well in his favour. Morris's indifferent condition here must have con- 
vinced him of the utter absurdity of his improper system of training, for he was 
all bellows to mend, and a fine, fresh, strong, young fellow to deal. with him. 
Eventually Morria was struck down. ae 3 

Rounds 7 to 10—No addiction to sparring was displayed by either adversary. 
The seconds delivered them duly at the scratch, when the menaced left was 
advanced by both directly they had got their status at the mark. It was per- 
fectly even fighting in the whole of these rounds; but while Cronin displayed 
all fire, energy, and vigour, the same was gamely attempted by Morris, although 
in difficulties. 

Round 11—The Westminster advocate delivered straight on the nose, which 
Bremen eery spun out freely with blood, Cronin retired towards his corner, 

ut never attempted in the slightest degree to shirk anything like danger. “He 
returned on the body with both mawleys, and then Bill from Big Ben closed 
eagerly with him, and a long, scrambling round ensued. Despite his evident 
tired condition—for he was piping and blowing to a rare tune—Morris had the 
advantage, and threw his man heavily. 

Round 12~-Both countered on the smelling-bottle, and the ruby tinged the 
countenances of both, and begat the kind attention of their seconds and their 
sponges, Oronin seemed to revive at this point, and get hia second wind. He 
waited his opportunity, and, getting completely within distance, lunged out 
his left duke, and sent the Westminster representative sprawling upon the 
greenaward beneath the wall of the river. 

Round 18—Morris feinted prettily, and then dashed in his left a little unex~ 
pectedly on the left daylight, and cutting italightly underneath. He repeated 
the dose with damaging effect, but received two very heavy body blows on the 
corpus, which made the other recoil as from some assumed spectral display. 
He got back from any repetition. In-fighting with a vengeance on the part of 
both, when Cronin fell backwards in his own corner, amidst the cheers of the 
opposition party. 

ounds 14 to 1G6—These rounds were most severely contested, and were 
fought amidst a scene of considerable excitement, Morris showed. the way by 
a clever prop on the knowledge box, and made his right on the conk, tapping 
the claret redundantly. Strong denial was offered to a continuance of this 
mode of behaviour, and several body blows of a severe character were ad- 
ministered. Oronin planted a spicy one in the mouth, and rattled the ivory to 
some tune, Cronin was by this time profusely bleeding at the nose, while Morris 
was blowing great guns, 80 you may judge of his piping propensities, Cronin

SPORTS OF THE MONTH—JULY 2 
Desprre certain drawbacks that exist in the nature of our climate! 
we are prepared, if necessary, to prove that there is no country in the 
world. in which out-door amusements can be 80 thoroughly enjoyed as 
in England. The scorching sun, the extreme coldness of the atmo- 
sphere, the rapid torrents which nearly inundate other lands, the 
burning volcano, the avalanche of snow, are all unknown in our 
native isle; and though occasionally the foggy air or the pelting rain 
confines us to the house, itis merely for a few hours, instead of for 
weeks, a8 is the case in foreign parts. Oppressed by the heat. of the 
dog days, there are few things more delightful to the inhabitants of 
"large cities than to enjoy a month’s fishing, and July is peculiarly 
adapted to that pursuit. How wonderful is it to contemplate that in 
the waters of the boundless sea.a, beneficent Creator has ordained 
that fish should be brought to perfection; and what delicacies, what 
a profusion of food, do we receive from. this element! Let any person 
attend Billingsgate Market at an early hour, and he will see myriads 
of the inhabitants of the deep; and let him remember that this is only 
one market, among numerous others, What magnificent salmon will 
greet his eye, surrounded by red mullet, mackerel, turbot, soles, place, 
whitings, lobsters, smelts, and, prawns!. Eve 
with fresh delicacies, such as codfish, herrings, 
crabs, tending to show the vast. variety. of fish. 
The dory, or john-dory, is tolerably abundant on the coast of. Britain, 
especially off Cornwall and Devonshire ; it is also common on the Irish 
shores. _In the eastern parts of. England, and throughout Scotland, 
this fish is seldomtaken. The French avd English names doree have 
arisen from his golden colonr; in Sicily, Spain, and Sardinia, it is called 
gallo, the cock, from the crest on its. back; and in the western pro- 
vinces of France, the seahen. In many towns on the Mediterranean it 
is demoniated St. Peter's fish—the legend running that it was from the 
mouth of a fish of this species that the Apostle obtained the coin to pay 
the tribute money.; and that the imprint of. his finger marks the occur- 
rence to the present day. ‘The same has been said of the haddock. 
Next to the salmon we should pronounce the dory as the most epicurean 
Juxury that comes to table in the fish. course ; and we once heard a 
gentlemen, whose principal study. in life was gastronomy, say, that a 
dory with sauce made from the red mullet’s head was the finest dish in 
the world. Aut 
According to Pennant and others of our earlier naturalists, the great 
body of herrings rendezvous in the winter within the the’ Arctic circle, 
where they continue for many months in order to recruit. themselves 
after spawing, and that this mighty heer, or aeniyj puts itself into motion 
southwards in the spring. In April and May they make their appear- 
ance off the Shetland Island; but the grand shoal does not arrive until 
June. The Shetland Islands form. the first check, and divide the 
main body into two parts; one takes from the-west, the other. the east, 
and they fill every bay and creek with their numbers. The western 
division is. again interrupted by the N orth of Ireland, and, again 
separates in similar manner. Somo proceed to the south, passing 
through the British Channel, and. visiting the coasts of France. Ac- 
cording to the above-quoted authority, Pennant, some old herrings 
remain on our coasts the whole year. Naturalists, like doctors, often 
disagree; .and M‘Culloch, Darrell, and others. are sceptical as to 
this northern migration, from the fact that Arctic voyagers 
and whale-fishers are. not aware of. any fisheries of consequence 
in Greenland and Iceland. ‘They conceive that the herring 
inhabits the deep water off our coasts all the year, and approaches the 
shores at certain seasons for the deposition of its spawn, in a manner 
analogous to many others of the finny tribe. .An additional reason is 
given for this view of the question from the consideration that the pil- 
chard, which is 80 closely related to the herring, and which was at one 
time thought to migrate to the North, is now known never to leave the 
British seas, The herring appears in the Firth of Forth towards the 
end of December and beginning of. January; in June, July, and 
August they flock to the Dunbar and Berwick coasts. The drift-nets 
used in fishing for them: are similar to those employed for taking 
mackerel, and considerable skill is required to arrange the various ropes 
xo that the net.may hang with the meshes square and even in the waters 
and, at the proper depth. The distances below the surface that herrin 
swim vary, according to wind and tide. and the situation of their food, 
It has been found, by long experience, that these fish strike the nets in 


mpreys, oysters, and 


much greater numbers in the dark night, and when the sea is ruflled by 
a breeze ; hence the nets are only. used during the night, The pilchard 
is a smaller fish than the herring, and is not nearly so plentiful, except 
on the coast of Cornwall, where. it is found at all seasons of the. 
year, and where a most extensive fishery is carried on. The principal 
stations where the pilchards congregate may be divided into three—one 


to the eastward of the Lizard, the second between the latter and the 
Land's End, the third on the north coast of the county, not far from St. 
Ives. ‘Three boats, called the scan-boat, the volger, and the lurker, 
oY with a crew of eighteen men and one or two boys, are employed on 
what is called the scan-fishery, which is asort of “pilchard battue,” 
or “stalking ;” for when a shoal is discovered the lurker proceeds to 
reconnoitre, to ascertain its size and the direction it takes. Ifa favour- 
able report, be made, a warp from, the end of the scan is handed to the 
volger, and. the net thrown into the sea, forming a curved line across 
the course of the fish. The two large boats warp the ends together, 
and the lurker takes. its station in the opening, the crew lashing the 
water to keep the fish within the akelned space. The quantity of 
pilchard taken by the scan or drift nets is prodigious, and from five to 
ten thousand fish have been taken in.one night by a single drift-boat. 
It has been stated on reliable authority that three thousand hogsheads 
of pilchard have been taken in one scan—threo thousand five hundred 
fish being Bowed re a hogshead, 
efore we conclude, we must notice a curious case of illegal fishin 
that was discovered in the River Thames 46 years ago. errtiae fisher= 
men and large bodies of poachers swept the river night and day of all 
the white fish, for the sake of their scales. These were sold for manu- 
facturing beads, jn imitation of pearls. Roach scales were sold at 21s. 
aquart, dace at 25s., whilst for bleak four guineas a quart was the 
market priee in Duke’s-place, The scales were torn off from them as 
fast as they were caught, and thus, often dreadfully mangled, the fish 
were thrown back into the water to linger and die in torture, From the

upon such dangerous wickets. Impressed. with the necessity © 
doing something to remedy tho evil, the Carlton and Addington 
Cricket Clubs, took the initiative and placed themselves in com- 
munication with the different clubs playing in Victoria-park, and on 
Monday night a meeting of delegates was held at the Elephant 
and Castle, to take, the subject into consideration, and adopt 
measuresof aremedialcharacter, Theattendance was very numerous, 
and we noticed representations fron the following influential clubs :-— 
Carlton, Finsbury, Tower Hamlots, New Commercial, Addington, 
St. James’ the Less, City of London College, Oaks, North and South 
Fleet-street, Star of the East, Travers, Quoen’s-road, Gypsy, 
Albert, and Central Alliance, Mr Hepburn was voted to the chair 
and a long discussion took place, in which the various suggestions 
for improving the ground were given; but the difficulty which 
presented itself to the meeting was—-that the park was public 
property, and it might be questionable for private clubs to expend 
money upon its improvement when they could not be guaranteed 
any rights but what might be common to those who did not con- 
tribute tothe expenses. After well ventilating the question in all 
its bearings, the meeting came to the unanimous conclusion to 
appoint a deputation of representatives of all the clubs to wait upon 
Mr. Merrit, the park ranger, and take his advice as to the best 
mode of proceeding. This certainly was the most courteous mode, 
and the names of the deputation having been given in to the chair- 
man, the meeting was adjourned to next Monday week, to receive 
the report of the deputation, and to take such further steps that 
might in the meantime suggest themselves, Some other matters 
having been discussed, the meeting closed with a vote of thanks 
to the Editor of the ILnusrrarep Sportiva News for the assistance 
which that jonrual had given to accomplish the objects they had in 
view. ;
